has slowed down the 
ripening of the Com anche County 
berries, and the crop is about ten 
days late this year. 
"Some growers think th a t there 
will be enough berries by the la t­ 
ter part oi next week to neces­ 
sitate the opening of the plant,* 
says Mr, D urham , "and we will 
start canning as soon as there is 
a suitable m arket." 
Prices Higher. 
Prices for berries are slightly 
higher this season, bringing some 
four or five cents m ore per crate 
than la>t year. The larger grow­ 
ers of berries will receive a bonus 
at the D urham plant this season. 
The probable price of berries 
this season will average around 
2 
cents per pound. 
Com anche County, one of the 
S tate’s 
largest 
berry 
producing 
counties, is expecting the largest 
crop in several years. The quality 
of berries will be good, growers 
say. 
The peak of the berry season 
will probably hit around the se­ 
cond week of June. C anning will 
continue throughout the season, 
probably closing around July 1. 
Pickers Needed. 
"Due to the trem endous crop 
this season, more berry pickers 
will be needed," says Mr. D urham . 
"There will be plenty of work for 
all Com anche County pickers, and 
we believe th a t we will have to 
go outside of the county and bring 
in pickers this season. 
Any one interested in picking 
berries t His season is advised to 
contact local growers, or to leave 
their name with Mr. Durham at 
the Durham Pecan & Peanut, Co.. 
anti he will get in touch with the 
growers. 
The Durham firm will also can 
blackeyed peas this summer; and

The peanut farmers of Coman 
che and Eastland Counties held 
a meeting last Saturday at the 
compress sheds in De Leon where 
the problems of peanut growing 
and quotas were discussed. About 
300 interested farmers met at this 
meeting and discussed the very 
perplexing problems that confront 
the growers of this and adjoining 
counties and formed an associa­ 
tion. the purpose of which will be 
to try to secure a more satisfactory 
quota for growing peanuts under 
the AAA program. 
Some felt that the quotas as- 
signed to their farms were so low 
that this staple crop could not be 
grown at a profit. It was pointed 
out that with only a few acres 
it might 
be 
difficult 
for

thresher to go to such fields pro­ 
fitably. Since the program was in­ 
augurated to help the farmer it 
was tnought if it could be shown 
that if the program really works 
an injury, there might be some 
remedy found to relieve the sit­ 
uation and this organization wnl 
work to that end and every farm­ 
er and business man in the towns 
in 
whose 
section 
peanuts 
are 
grown are urged to study this 
m atter and lend every assistance 
toward securing a better adjust­ 
ment of peanut quotas 
N E Scudder. the county agent 
was present and made a talk and 
answered many questions. Others 
made talks and some presen tel 
I their quotas for verification of the 
j unsatisfactory conditions. 
Cal Rainy of Gorman was elect­ 
ed chairman and L B. Easley of 
De Leon, secretary. The follow­ 
ing were selected as a committee 
to inquire into all angles of the 
i operation of the law and report 
back to the organization at the 
next meeting. The committeemen 
j are Pink Scott. Ernest Parks, O. 
H. Moore and L. B. Easley. This 
committee suggests that you see 
them, or some one of them, and 
give any suggestion that might be 
helpful. The address of each is 
De Leon. 
Expressions of appreciation was 
made to the City of De Leon for 
the use o fthe meeting place and 
to the local papers of the various 
towms for the publicity given the 
call for the meeting.

their counsel in an effort to cor­ 
rect and improve the conditions. 
It is planned to hold meetings 
at Gorman, Comanche and other 
places where there is interest in 
peanut growing. It has been sug­ 
gested that a meeting be held at 
Stephenville. At each meeting the 
time and place for the next meet­ 
ing will be decided upon.
